Action wae taken 
through the Canadian Bankers’ As- 
soci» tion, after a conference between 
the heads of the various Anancial in- 
stitutions. E. L. Pease, of Montreal, 
president. of the ‘association, has 
written to Sir Thomas White, minis- 
ter of finance, the following letter: 

“In order to encourage small inves- 
tors to participate in Cauada’s forth- 
coming Victory Loan I am authorized 
to state that the chartered banks will 


lend in moderate amounts upon the 
pledge of the securities themselves to 


subscribers to the loan who have a 
reasonable certainty of repaying the 
advance in one year. 

“The banks will advance up to 90 
per cent. of the amount subscribed, 
and the rate of interest will be 54 per 
cent, per annum, with monthly oc 
quarterly reduction payments, as may 
be arranged. 

“The banks will also accept from 
subscribers for safe-keeping without 


the bonds themselves to a reasonable 
amount for the term of one year.”

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Storing Potatoes 


Valuable Advice to Follow in Order 
to Save Loss 


“It is bad practice to store pota- 
toes in large bins or pits,” says Prof. 
William Stuart, of the U.S. depart- 
ment of agriculture. Not infrequent- 
ly potatoes are piled to a depth of 
ten to fifteen feet, the pile being cor- 
;fespondingly large in the other two 
dimensions, When stored in ‘this 
manner they are almost certain to 
,go through a rather violent sweating 
;or curing process, during the course 
1of which the tubers in the central 
portion of the pile “dre frequently 
subjected to a dangerously high tem- 
perature,” ‘ Le ALESIS. 

This is especially true if the tubers 
are slightly immature, or were not 
dry and free from moist soil ‘when 
gathered, og if stored when the out- 
side temperature is high, making it 

ficult to lower the ‘inside*tempera- 
ture of the house. 

Overheating from all of these 
causes may be avoided by making 
some provision for ventilating the 
pile. This is most easily accomplish- 
ed by inserting division walis at in- 
tervals throughout the pile. 

The division walls may consist of 
two-by-four uprights on the two-inch 
face of which are nailed — seven- 
cighths by four-inch strips of any 
desired length, leaving a one-inch 
space between each strip. This gives 
a ventilated partition, which can be 
of any height and length desired. 

By placing these in an upright po- 
sition five or six feet apart as the 
bin or storage, house is being filled, 
good ventilation will be secured and 
an easy avenue of escape for both 
heat ,and moisture provided. It is 
poor policy to invite heavy storage 
losses by fgilure to provide the pro- 
per conditions. 

Where the crop is not large 
enough to justify building a storage 
cellar or storage house, or where the 
grower is not financially able to 
make these investments, potatoes 
can be carried over successfully in 
pits, provided these pits are carefully 
made. 


The Feeding Margin 


An Important Factor in Profit From 
Feeding Steers 


The difference between the  pur- 
chase price and selling price of an 
animal is called the margin of pro- 
fit. This is usually estimated on the | 
basis of 100 pounds live weight. Thus 
a margin of $1.50 means that the 
feeder received $1.50 per. hundred- 
weight more for the animals than he 
paid for them. The amount of mar- 
gin is a very important factor in the} 
profit from feeding steers, The mar-/ 
gin required to break even in feeding 
operations depends upon a number 
of factors, the principal ones being 
(1) the purchase price; (2) the 
weight of the cattle when purchased; } 
(3) the value of the feeds used; (4); 
the gain in weight made by the ani-| 
mals, and (5) the length of the feed-| 
ing period. The higher the purchase! 
price, the heavier the steer when’ pur- ; 
chased, the cheaper the’ feeds, the} 
greater the daily gains, and

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the 
shorter the feeding period, the smal- 
ler the margin may be between the 
purchase price and the selling price, 
of the cattle, without loss to the feed- 
er, With a steer of poor quality and 
with high-priced feeds, the margin 
must of necessity be great, but with 
the best quality of steers and with 
cheap feeds the necessary margin 
may be very small.

Would 
the mere statement of these war aims 
drive the allied peoples, who 
Michaelis asstires us are suffering 
greatly from economic distress, into 
a desperate resolution to fight to the 
end, to endure anything rather than 
the imposition of such terms? But 
what, then, becomes of all these 
feelers that have been thrown out, 
these hints that Germany is in a 
reasonable state of mind and not so 
ferocious after all? What becomes 
of the Reichstag’s resolutions de- 
claring for peace without annexa- 
tions? Were all these things false, 
deceptive, merely smiling beckonings 
toward the quicksands? They were, 
indeed; and the quicksand to which 
Germany has been deceitfully beck- 
oning the allies is none other than 
that peace conference at which the 
people’s war aims are to be made 
the prize of a game in which the 
best—that is, the most unscrupulous 
—player is to be the winner.—New 
York Times.

and cold storage branch, entitle 
“Small Cold torages and Dairy 
Buildings,” the immediate sponsors 
for which are Mr, J. A. Ruddick, 
dairy and cold storage commission- 
er, and Mr. Joseph Burgess, cold 
storage inspector. The bulletin is a 
complete handbook on cold storage 
construction of a comparatively sim- 
ple and inexpensive kind. Besides 
minute explanatory details of plans 
and. material required for construc- 
tion of ice houses and refrigerators, 
a series of drawings prepared by the 
architect’s branch of the department 
of public works is presented, of 
which blue prints on a scale of one 
inch to two feet can be had free on 
application to the dairy 4nd _ cold 
storage commissioner, while the bul- 
letin itself can be had, also free, by 
writing to/the publication branch, de- 
partment of agriculture, Ottawa. If 
the information herein contained 
were extensively made use of, not 
only would much waste be avoided 
and financial profit accrued, but con- 
siderable benefit would be derived in 
health and the ehjoyment of life en- 
hanced. Five different plans are 
given in the bulletin with complete 
specifications for each and a’ state- 
ment, of quantities of ice that can be 
stored,

Out here we do not talk - much 
about the causes or the effects. of 
the war—of civilization, justice, 
righteousness, democracy.

I dream about my wife and child- 
ren; the cheerful home, with the 
pastures and the hedges and the cop- 
pice by the lodge gate; the old rec- 
tor who preached so often upon the 
love of God and always quoted Fab- 
er’s hymn: sige 
“Bar. tdye. love of God is broader 

Than the measures of man’s mind, 
And tke heart of the eternal 

Is most wonderfully. kind.” 

“T suppose it helps iri the day’s 
work—the dreams, I mean; because 
we all seem to feel that unless we 
check the Boche—chain him, cripple 
him, kill him—there will be no home 
to dream about, and the love of God 
will mock the world as a double- dis- 
tilled lie. But no one ever speaks of 
these things. Yesterday I. went over 
to the hospital to see one of my men 
who was near his end. Poor fellow, 
he tried hard to salute, and then 
asked me if the results of the foot- 
ball finals had come, yet all the while 
his twitching fingers were crushing a 
photograph.

1 of Military Effort Can Be Contemplated While the 
Government Remains Obdurate, and All the Energies

- Ot the Nation Must Be Directed to the One Great Purpose

This was the rallying cry of the 
British premier at a meeting in Lon- 
don on Thursday last—“Concentrate 
ry victory!” It comes with inspir- 
ed force at a time. when the distrac- 
tions of internal problems incident to 
the war threaten to divert, the atten- 
tion of Canada from her supreme 
task, the planting of the flag of Lib- 
erty on the ruins of despotic militar- 
ism. At the time Mr. Lloyd George 
was speaking the guns of Flanders 
were thundering their approval of 
his call to the allied peoples to con- 
centrate upon victory. 


The carrying on of the war is a 
duty that transcends all questions of 
national import. It is, a necessity 
imposed upon nations that value their 
spiritual heritage and which are truly 
loyal to the fundamental verities of 
life and progress. The nation or 
people’ that elects to shirk the perils 
and the sactifices of a defensive war 
in, which life and honor and civiliza- 
tion itself are at: stake has pronount- 
ed its own doom, Never in the 
world’s history has the issue been 
so clearly defined; never in her past 
career has Canada espoused a cause 
with greater certainty that Right is 
on her side, Varying motives sway 
the allied nations in their fight with 
Germany, but all are united by a 
common danger to national security. 
Together they stand; divided they 
fall. It is this common ground of 
quarrel with Germany that makes 
peace impossible while the particu- 
lar aims of any of the allied nations 
femain unsatisfied. German states- 
mien have endeavored to disseminate 
the false notion that the war con- 
tinues in order to satisfy the ambi- 
tions of Great Britain; that Russians, 
French and Italians are shedding 
their blood in vain to satisfy British 
“‘ereéd and aggrandizement. But Mr. 
Lioyd George has been- quick to 
point to the real cause of the contin- 
uance of the war: the declaration of 
the German foreign secretary that 
Germany would never contemplate 
the making of concessions to France 
aespecting Alsace-Lorraine. The 
British premier has made it clear that 
not Belgium only, but Alsace-Lor- 
raine must be unconditionally sur- 
rendered by the Teuton. France has 
made colossal sacrifices to maintain 
her flag in Europe. She never can 
feel safe against attack in the future 
while German troops hold her lost 
provinces. ‘To the insolent challenge 
of Germany the British nation re- 
plies with war and more war, until, 
as Mr. Lloyd George declares, 
France has “redeemed her oppressed 
children from the degradation of a 
foreign yoke.” : 

"Mr. Asquith was equally emphatic 
that no relaxation of military effort 
can be’ contemplated while the Ger- 
mtan government remains  obdurate, 


While the desire for peace at any 
price is spreading among the Ger- 
mian people, there are no signs of 


reasonable compromise on the part 
of the kaiser and his advisers, who 
have tried to sow discord. between 


Britain and France. Mr. Asquith 
says: 
“German diplomacy is not cele- 


brated for deftness, but even in its 
analysis it will be difficult to find a 
more clumsy or more transparent 
manoeuvre than this maladroit at- 
tempt to sow discord between our- 
selves and our French allies. Von 
Kuehlmann relegates the Belgian 
question to a secondary position. 
“I have formerly asked whether 
Germany was ready to restore Bel- 
gium in the only real sense dccept- 
able to the allies, but I have ceceiv- 
ed no answer, and von Kuehlmann, 


“who can be boisterously definite and 
' precise concerning Alsace-Lorraine, 


pretense regarding Belgium an un- 
roken but significant silence.” 

It is Germany that, blocks the road 
to peace, The advantages are now 
on the side of the allies. Of this 
there is no longer any doubt. On 
this point it is well to recall the 
words ©f Mr. Asquith in his speech 
on Thursday: 

“Take the allies‘as a whole, includ- 
ing America, whose contribution to 
the common stock becomes every 
month a factor in the growing quiet- 
ude—survey the relative powers of 
endurance of the two sides; meadure 
them by any standard, naval, military 
or economic, and after you have 
made allowances for every dubious 
or hazardous contingency, even for 
the temporary paralysis of Russia as 
an aggressive force, can there be 
doubt that the material, no less than 
the moral, preponderance rests man- 


ifestly and increasingly with our 
cause?” 3A 
With this preponderance of mili- 


OVI -r, 
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tary power on our side, there is only 
one way to minimize the horrors of 
war and to hasten the coming of 
peace, Canada must concentrate up- 
on victory. All the energies Of the 
nation must be directed to the one 
teat purpose that stirs the pulse. of 
ree men, Victory is not to be won 
by the utterance of pious platitudes 
and the concentration of the national 
mind on internal affairs. Canada’s 
outlook is across the seas, where her 
brave troops are battling for victory. 
“Over them hangs the ,dust of death, 
beside them ¢ P 
The dead lie countless—and the foe 
laughs still."—Loronto Globe. 


Forestry Operations 
When War is Over 


Adopt 


Europe and ,America Must 
Scientific Reforestation 
Principles 


Canada alone has sent more than 
10,000 men overseas.in forestry bat- 
talions. Besides, many men already 
Overseas have been formed into for- 
estry companies. These facts alone 
show the importance of an adequate 
supply of timber for military opera- 
tions, 

These foresters are’ working in 
both England and France. While 
exploitation is the first consideration 
in the cutting operations to supply 
the timber so urgently needed in 
modern trench warfare, the inter- 
ests of the future are being consid- 
ered, so far as practicable. 

The cutting in Great Britain is, 
however, so close that the satisfac- 
tory re-establishment of the forest 
can be expected only as a result of 
extensive planting operations. It is 
even now being urged that definite 
plans "be formed at once for the sys- 
tematic reforestation of the large 
areas of non-agricultural lands in 
Great Britain that will have been 
despoiled of their forest for war 
purposes. Undobutedly, the present 
situation will greatly stimulate the 
adoption of a broad-gauged policy of 
governmental forestry in Great Brit- 
ain after the war. 

In France, heavy cutting of tim- 
ber for war purposes has also taken 
place. France, however, unlike Great 
Britain, has for many years pursued 
a systematic policy of scientific for- 
est management, including reforesta- 
tion. Her forests have suffered se- 
verely as a result of war operations, 
both by the allies and the enemy, 
but it will be accepted as a matter of 
conrse thatthe damage will he re- 
paired after the war, through syste- 
1atic planting, as rapidly as circum- 
stances will permit. 

in. Canada, the war has thrown a 
greatly increased burden upon — our 
forests, particularly those suited’ for 
the manufacture of pulp and: paper. 
The pulpwood supplies of the East- 
ern States are becoming rapidly de- 
pleted, and it becomes of the ‘great- 
est importance to Canada _ that the 
Productivity of her forest areas be 
retained, so that, for all time to come, 
successive crops of timber may be 
harvested from the vast areas of non- 
agricultural lands. This means in- 
creased efficiency in forest fire pro- 
tection, toward which we have an ex- 
cellent beginning, but with the goal 
still far in advance. It means also the 
adoption of stricter regulations gov- 
erning cutting, 

Only by the adoption of these 
measures can our forests be made 
to contribute their proper shate to- 
vard the payment of the great war 
debt with which the country will be 
confronted, while at the same time 
playing their full part in the indus- 
trial and sccial development of the 
Dominion.—C.L. 


Save the Wheat 


No Such Thing Now as White Bread 
in the Old Country 


Canada and the United States prob- 
ably will be able to provide for the 
allies’ requirements of cereals other 
than wheat, during the next twelve 
months, 

The allied peoples themselves have 
been economizing with wheat and 
wheat flour. As Lord Northcliffe 
said in Montreal, “There is no such 
thing as white bread in the old coun- 
try, from <he king’s table down- 
wards.’ Other cereals are being used 
but they cannot be used alone for 
bread, The allies must add them to 
wheat flour to make the war bread 


now in universal use in European 
countries, Except in Italy, where 
the people normally consume much 
corn, there are few corn mills in 


Europe. Cornmeal, not being a dur- 
able commodity, cannot be shipped 
across the ocean in great quantities, 

The allies must have a wheat flour 
basis for their war loaf. Unless the 
people of Canada and the United 
States are willing to substitute other 
cereals for part of the wheat flour 
which they normally consume, they 
will be denying even war bread to 
many thousands of people. Substi- 
tution of at least one pound of other 
cereals for one pound of wheat flour

of meeting the normal consumption 
requirements of the allies but it 
would save the situation,

But the British 
held on. With flesh and blood they 
battled against heavy guns and vast 
quantities of shells for them. They 
knew-what it was to be strictly lim- 
ited to so many rounds.of ammuni- 
tion for so many guns per day, to 
be used only in times of stress. But 
they barred the way to Calais; they 
held Ypres—impossible though that 
position was under all the rules of 
war as its most dcientific exponents 
knew them. That army suffered as 
no other army on the west front has 
ever suffered, and to the punishment 
on the field was added the cry of the 
critics at home for the abandonment 
of the Ypres salient. 

When the new armies began to 
reach the “Contemptibles” the Can- 
adians were among them, and in the 
second battle of Ypres, in the spring 
of 1915, they were among those to 
withstand the first gas attacks by the 
murderers of Louvain. ..Again the 
Huns failed to break through to the 
coast. There followed many weary 
months of bitter battling under con- 
ditions that tried the endurance of 
every rank to the limit; the originai 
army was practically swept away, 
and a new army began to grow. To- 
day it is a mighty host, unconquer- 
able as was its small original, equip- 
ped as no other army ever has been. 
It has guns by the thousand, and it 
is smashing the Hun systematically 
and remorselessly. Of the officers 
and men of the first small force but 
few are now in the field. Sir Doug- 
las Haig is one of them. To him, 
and to his» living comrades who 
fought when it seemed that their 
fighting was all in vain, this is in- 
deed the hour of triumph. One can 
imagine that even in the stress of 

reat battles they think’ often of the 
baave men who fell in.the early days 
of “the great adventure,” and they 
turn from such thoughts with re- 
newed courage to the battles which 
are breaking the power of those who 
aimed to shackle liberty and enslave 
democracy.

“The central powers have been 
kept°in the war so long,” said Lord 
Robert, “not merely by the German 
military caste but by the classes 
who get rich out of war—the vul- 
tures of commerce and industry. The 
military caste of Germany we shall 
convince by force of arms, but the 
commercial vultures we must attack 
in their pockets and teach them that 
war is not a profitable business. 

“That is partly the business of the 
blockade, but a blockade by itself 
will not do everything. We must go 
further and cut off the overseas 
branches’ of the war barons in the 
far East, South America and else 
where. The American “Trading with 
the Enemy Act,’ is admirably con- 
ceived for the purpose of cramping 
this business, but more must still be 
done. These vultures cannot’ carry 
on without relations outside of Ger- 
many. The great source of theie 
power has been their financial con- 
nections with neutrals. Without fi- 
nancial connections they lose credit 
and without credit they are done. 

“New York has enormous inter- 
national financial strength, so has 
London, and so has Paris. I don’t 
know exactly how this power can 
be applied to the question under con- 
sideration, but I am anxious that 
the matter should be confined in 
those centres. Surely our combined 
financial strength is sufficient te 
smother these international vultures 
if we act together.” 


How To Find 
Out About Casualties 


Procedure of, Seeking and Trans- 
mitting Information Is 
Explained 
In view of the fact that the Canae 
dian military authorities overseas 


are almost swamped with inquiries 
ir regard to casualties among the 


Canadian troops at the front, the mi . 


itia department has thought it advis- 
able to issue’a statement showing 
how information may best be obtain- 
ed, and describing the method em- 
ployed by the authorities in handling 
all information received, 

To begin with, it is stated that all 
inquiries with regard to casualties im 
the Canadian forces ‘should be ad- 
dressed to the director of records, 
militia headquarters, Ottawa, and 


information with regard to casual- 
ties is dispensed from London, 

by cable as soon as it is reccived. 
and consequently the records office 
here is possessed of it at the carliest 
possible period. Sometimes, when 
casualties are heavy, it takes as 

as two weeks to get details at the 
records office in England, but as soon 
as these details are available they are 
cabled to Ottawa. Information is 
then sent to the next of kin by tele- 
gram at the earliest possible time 
Sometimes unofficial information ie 
received by the next of kin by-direct 
cable from the soldier’s commanding 
efficer,’ but of course the militia de- 
partment can issuc only information 
which has been confirmed. 


The procedure in obtaining imfor- 


mation in order to reply to inquiries 
regarding offrcers and men whose 
names have appeared on the casualty 
list is as follows: 


In cases of deaths, wounds or seri-. Ss * 


ous illness, first reports reach the 
record office by cable; in the event 
of death occurring, or the condition 
of the wounded or sick soldier be- 
coming worse, the report is received 
through the same channel. In all 
other cases further particulars, with 
the exception of replies to inquiries 
from this office, reach the record 
office by mail. 

On receipt of a telegram or letter 
asking for information, the casualty 
records are searched to ascertain i 
any later information than that al- 
ready in the possession of the writer 
has been received. If there is any it 
is at once sent to the inquirer. Hf 
rone has been received, an acknowl- 
edgment of the telegram or letter is 
sent, and the writer is notified that 
inquiry is being made as to the pres- 
ent condition and whereabouts of the 
soldier, and the reply when received 
will be communicated to him or hee 

All inquiries of this nature are 
then sent to the section known as 
the war service message section. 
Each day, according to the number 
received, one or more “packed” cab- 
les are sent to the officer in charge 
of records, London, asking the pres- 
ent condition and whereabouts re- 
garding those concerning whom im 
quiries have been received. :

He was little 
more than 30 years of age when he 
heeded the call of Horace Greely and 
“went West” to begin life as « farmer 
in Alberta, An Ontario boy himself, 
it remained for an Ontario boy to 
“discover” the man who was to be the 
third Premier of the far off Prairie 
Province. It was at a Liberal meeting 
in Wetaskewin in 1896 that the Hon. 
Duncan Marshall encountered Charlie 
Stewart and sowed the seeds which re- 
sulted in the entry to the: Legislature 
of a new representative for Sedgewick 
three years later. At that time he 
was elected by acclamation, and in 
1913 the same honor was paid hin. 
He entered politics at a critical time 
in the history of the Province, the A. 
and G. W. situation being one of the 
first problems to confront him, and he 
was one of the leading insurgents who 
vigorously assisted in the cleaning out 
which took place shortly after. When 
the Hon. 3. L. Sifton organized a new 
Cabinet, Mr. Stewart was one of the 
new Ministers. His organization work 
his choice of officials, and his business- 
like executive methods soon marked 
him oul as a Minister of extraordihary 
ability, and it is generally adnsitted 
that he has handledadmirably.

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Martin Burrell, minister of 
culture, in a. statement issued to 
the Canadian Press, Ltd., outlines a 
co-operative plan reached — between 
the department and the Canadian 
railways. The aim of the scheme is 
to prevent depletion of Canadian 
breeding and feeding stock, insure 
the. fecding of live stock in Canada, 
and to secure the return of. feeding 
and breeding stock to the farms. It 
comprises: 

A. redistribution policy, which will 
provide for the movement of stock 
from areas where feed is light to 
ateas’ where feed is plentiful. : 

‘Free freight. policy in -connection 
with the transportation of breeding 
cattle and breeding sheep. 

Fifty per cent, rebate of the freight 
rate on earload shipments of feeding 
cattle from Winnipeg to country 
points in the eastern provinces. 

‘Free shipments of carloads 
breeding sheep and lambs from 
ronto and Montreal to the west. 

Mr. Burrell outlines the . plan as 
follows: 

“The Canadian railways have 
agreed to issue a special tariff in con- 
nection with the transportation of 
cafloads of breeding cattle and of 
breeding sheep. Under this tariff 
the railways will rebate twenty-five 
per cent. of the regular freight rate, 
while the minister,on behalf of the 
government, has agreed to pay the 
remaining seventy-five per cent. The 
tariff will be applicable in - both 
Eastern and Western Canada, but 
not between Eastern and Western 
Canada, in connection with the re- 
turn of carloads of breeding stock 
from the central stock yards to coun- 
try points. 

“The shipper will be required to 
make a declaration that he is a bona 
fide farmer, and that the stock so 
returned is for his own use, or that 
of his neighbors, and is for breeding 
purposes only. J 

“On presenting the certificate em- 
bodying this declaration and = ap- 
proved by the officer of the live 
stock branch at the stock yards to 
the railway company he will be en- 
titled to the free shipment of the 
stock to its destination. The railway 
companies have agreed to forward 
such shipments prepaid, collecting 
from the department direct that por- 
tion of the freight which the munis- 
ter has agreed to assume. Further 
inquiry regarding this special tariff 
on breeding stock should be address- 
ed to the representative of the ~Do- 
minion live stock branch ‘located at 
the several stock yards throughout 
Canada. 

ee tariff has been issued by 

Sanadian railways applicable in 
both Eastern and Western Canada, 
but between Eastern and Western 
Canada, which provides for a reduc- 
tion of twenty-five per cent. of the 
usual freight tariff in connection with 
the shipment of carloads of feeding 
stock from the central yards to coun- 
try points. This important conces- 
sion has been applicable in Western 
Canada for the past years and 
confirmed as to its application ?n 
Eastern Canada at... the...regular 
monthly meeting of the Kastern Can- 
ada Freight Association held in To- 
1onto on the 27th of September last. 

“The most serious leakage through 
the exportation and slaughter of cat- 
tle is from the Winnipeg stock. yards. 
This is due to” feed conditions in 
Western Canada, resulting in prema- 
ture liquidation from severa! areas 
in the Prairie Provinces. In view of 
the fact that feed conditions in East- 
ern Canada are. so satisfactory and 
the demand for feeding cattle so gen- 
eral, the minister has agreed to pay 
50 per cent. of the freight rate in 
connection with the shipment of car- 
loods of feeding cattle from the Win- 
nipeg stock yards, tonsigned to coun 
try points in the Eastern provinces, 
‘Ta’s concession will be applicablg to 
both drovers and farmers alike. Sip- 
pers consigning to Eastern stock 
yards, however, will not be entitled 
to the reduction. Full details re 
garding this policy may be obtained 
from the representative of the Do- 
minion live stock branch at the 
Union Stock Yards, St,. Boniface, 
Man. 

“An arrangement has been effected 
between. the department and the 
Canadian railways, result of 
which carloads of breeding sheen 
wind lambs from the Toro and 
Montreal! stock yards will be shipped 
to Western Canada, freight free. The 
general demand for sheep in the 
Prairic Provinces indicates that a 
satisfactory outlet may there ob 
tained for any surplus which now ex 
ists in Eastern Canada, It 
ed that a free freight tariff in con 
nection with this movement will di 
vert in that direction the majority of 
any zood breeding lambs now find- 
ing their way to the Toronto and 
Montréal yards, and which are now 
being purchased on expert or pack 
ing house account. Persons desiring 
to secure sheep in Eastern Canada 
will also be entitled to receive’ the 
benefit of the free freight policy as 
noted above. 

“The car lot policy, which has been 
operating in Western Canada for the 
past year, will be continued. Under 
its conditions, bona fide farmers or 
their agents desiring tO obtain car- 
loads of feeding and breeding ‘wattle 
or sheep at the three western stock 
yards will be entitled to collect from 
the department their reasonable per- 
senal and travelling cxpenses incur- 
red in connection with the journey 
between their homes and the yards. 
Information regarding the details of 
this policy may be obtained from the 
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representatives of the Dominion live 
stock branch, at the stock yards in 
Winnipeg, Edmonton and Calgary. 
“In connection with the conces- 
sions as granted by the railways and 
by the department, the minister 1s 
anxious. that ‘every facility possible 
may be afforded to shippers through 
the services of the officers of the Do- 
min#on live stock branch stationed at 
the various stock yards throughout 
Canada. These men are in close 
touch with conditions at the markets 
and are instructed to give every as- 
sistance in their power. They have 
been given full details regarding the 
freight concessions here enumerated 
and inquiry regarding these should 
be made to them direct, or to the 
Acting Live Stock Commissioner, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa. 


Buttermaking on the Farm 


Valuable Information Contained in 
Government Bulletin 


In Bulletin No. 53 of the dairy and 
cold storage branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, Ottawa, Mr. 
Georze H. Bart, chief of the dairy 
division, in descriptive form deals 
with the process. of __buttermaking 
from the raw milk until it is ready 
for the market. He points out the 
defects sometimes found in © dairy 
butter and explains how they are 
caused, He tells of the 
that are necessary to produce _ fine- 
flavored cream, of advisable methods 
in creaming—and of the use of the 
separator. He gives statistical tab- 
les of results of separating at differ- 
ent temperatures and at variations 
speed. He describes what is neces- 
sary to get rich cream and the man- 
ner in which it should be prepared 
for churning. He advises as to salt- 
ing and working the butter and coun- 
sels as to the wisdom of care in 
packing and of using parchment 
paper of good quality. After passing 
reference to the regulations, regard- 
ing the branding of butter, he  con- 
cludes with some suggestions as’ to 
utensils and their care and the way 
to get the best results in farm. dairy 
work. Blue prints of the plans given 
can be had from the dairy and cold 
Storage commissioner, Otatwa, and 
the bulletin itself can be had free, 
either in English’ or French, | from 
the commissioner or from the Pub- 
lications Branch of the~ Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa. 


Hauling Grain to Market 


Tractor Trains Coming Into Use for 
Moving Crops 


The sight of long trains of wagons 
foaded with Brain and propelled -by a 
tractor will not be an uncommon 
one, especially . where | the larger 
farms are located in the West. These 
tractor-trains will permit the moving 
of crops night and day if it should 
become ‘necessary, and will do much 
fo solve the farm ° transportation 
problem. In farming districts where 
lard surfaced roads are found trac- 
tors will be used in hauling crops to 
the larger market centres, which will 
relieve the railroads of much _ short- 
haul business. 

An important factor ‘in arousing 
the farmer to the addition of tractor 
power to his equipment is the high 
cost of feeding work horses. A trac- 
tor can be supported for much less 
than the cost of feeding four or five 
horses required'to do the same work 
and can he worked twenty-four hours 
a day. 


Egg Prices Assured 


Last Year Canada Imported Seven 
Million Dozen Eggs From 
the U. S. 


The British government has issued 
erder3s that for the ‘time being, at 
least, no grain which can be used as 
food for human consumption is to be 
fed to horses, mules, swine, etc., ex- 
cept us rationed by the food commis- 
sioners and they further 
mend” that no domestic fowls be 
kept except those which can be fed 
table scfaps, garden waste, etc, 
rhis means our allies must depend 
upon the United States and Canada 
for countless thousands of sick and 
wounded | soldiers who positively 
must have eggs. 

Last year Canada exported to Eng- 
land over fourteen million dozen 
eggs and imported seven million doz- 
en eggs from the Uniged States, be- 
sides this.country exported millions 
of eggs direct to England and now 
we must supply the needs of France, 
Italy, Belgium and many neutral 
countries 
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is no reasons for poultry 
to feel blue over the present 
cost of poultry foods, says Russel F. 
Palmer in the American Poultry 
Journal. 

Poultry, both for meat and 
breeding use, will be higher 
next season and in seasons 
than eveti-before. 
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Save Slices of Bread 

The department of agriculture es- 
timates that if each of eur 20,000,000 
families throws. away an_ ordinary 
slice of bread daily, the country’s 
waste for twenty-four hours is 8735,- 
000 pounds of flour, or over a mil 
lion one-pound loaves. At this rate 
we would destroy yearly 1,500,000 
barrels of flour or enough for 365,- 
000,000 loaves of bread.—San Fran- 
cisco Argonaut.

Lieut. O’Grady Tells of Conditions 
in German Prison Camps ~ 


Licut. O'Grady, taken prisonet by 

the Germans at Ypres, April 15, 1915 
related a. series of interesting * ex- 
periences at the Rotary club lunch- 
con at the Fort Garry. hotel, says the 
Winnipeg Free Press. He spoke of 
his trip to prison camp with other 
prisoners huddled together in box 
cars; of the curiosity of the German 
officers and civil population and of 
the attitude of the German toward 
Cenada’s part in the war. “Germans 
cannot understand the close relation- 
ship between Canada and Britain and 
express wonder that Canada should 
have participated,” he suid. ‘Many 
of them think we fight because cf 
the money in it, until told of good- 
Paying positions sacrificed to join the 
colers, which increases their won- 
der.” 
Lieut, O'Grady said that Germany 
has. a wonderful food organization. 
The men on the front secure exccl- 
lent food. Those back of the line 
|fare badly, while those in the rear 
are thankful for whatever they ear 
get. German soldiers in this class 
have been arrested for various  of- 
fences and food has been found 
their pockets.

And National Life 


American School Children to Re- 
ceive Instruction in Démocracy 


American school children will soon 
have put before them material for 
\“education in democracy,” at the re 
| quest of President Wilson, through 
the co-operation of the food adminis- 
trator and United States commission- 
er of Education, P. P. Claxton, 

A’ series of bulletins entitled “Les- 
sons in Community and Nationai 
Life” will be issued to pupils of all 
schools, calling attention to the 
necessity for conservation of food 
and other national resources. They 
will serve the further purpose of 
training pupils in recognition of their 
rights.and obligations in the democ- 
racy in which they live. 

The food administrator has ad- 
|Gressed a letter to. school authorities, 
}outlining the plan as follows: 


| “To the superintehdents and prin- 
cipals of the schools of the United 
States: 
; “In keeping with the plan outlined 
| by the president, the United States 
food administration._.will.co-operate 
| with the department of the interior 
in issuing through the bureau of ed- 
ucation a series of bulletins which 
will contain “Lessons in Community 
and National Life.”’ These lessons 
will serve the very urgent immediate 
|purpose of calling attention to the 
necessity of congerving food and all 
other resources of the nation. They 
will serve at the same time the broad- 
er purpose of training pupils in the 
schools to recognize their rights anck 
obligations in the co-operative saci- 
ety in which they live. 

“TI urge all. gchogl officers to pro- 
mote with vigor this plan for the 
more definite and comprehensive 
teaching of democracy.”

Comparatively Few Men Thrown 
Ont of Work Through End of 
Liquor Industry

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Old tea and fresh tea, poor tea and good 
No wonder a woman 
often gets a bulk tea she doesn’t like. 


Defenders of the liquor industry 
have always professed anxiety con- 
cerning the great army of workmen 
that would be thrown out of employ- 
ment upon the adoption’ of national 
prohibition. 

Much is said about the e¢ 
amount of’ capital that is investe 
the Tiquor;industry, and yet for ev- 
ery $1,000,U90 invested in the average 
industry, practically six times as 
many i RE ag are employed as in the 
liquor business. 


‘Take a few leading Canadian indus- 
tries and compare them with the li- 
quor business. For every $100,000 
invested in each of these industries 
the following number of wage earn- 
ers are employed: Liquor 9; agricul- 
tural implements, 22; boots and 
shoes, 80; butter and cheese, 76; 
bread etc., 55; house building, 80; 
clothing, 145; furniture, 60. These 
figures show that the number of 
wage-earners in. the liquor business 
is comparatively small compared 
with other industries. 

The changed conditions following 
the adoption of national prohibition 
does not mean that they will go adrift 
or cause a panic. Some adjustment 
will he necessary. The constantly 
changing siutation in the industrial 
world often compels men to change 
their occupations and may have to 
learn new trades. 

It is an acknowledged fact that 
more men lose their jobs because of 
the liquor trade than would be the 
case if the trade were destroyed. 
Someone has said: “When liquor 
puts a man out of a iob it unfits him 
for another job. When no-license 
puts a bartender out of a job it 
makes him a wealth-producing work- 
ingman. It is better that the~- bar- 
tender should lose his job and get 
a better one than that dozens of pats 
rons should lose their jobs and be. 
unfitted for any job,”—J. H. Hazle- 
wood, Social Service Department.

Blackleg in Cattle 


Prevention Is Possible Through Use 
of Vaccination 


The Manitoba department of agri- 
culture has had complaints from a 
few parts of the country of joss 
among cattle from blackleg, and this 
is just the time of year to be on the 
lookout for it. The blackleg germ, 
when once introduced into a district, 
lives in the soil, and is liable to at- 
tack animals, especially young cattle, 
at pasture, 

The symptoms are quite character- 
istic, the first usually being sudden 
lameness, in which one of the legs is 
Local swelling de- 
velops rapidly, and these produce a 
'crackling sound when pressed, The 
disease is almost always rapidly fat- 
al. 

The department reminds the public 
that although curative treatment aft- 
er infection is not practicable, - pre- 
vention is possible through vaccina- 
tion. This year a large amount of 
blackleg vaccine was used in all the 
Western provinces because of the 
publication last winter of a circular 
on this subject. Farmers with cat- 
tle at pasture should get a copy of 
this circular from the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Winnipeg, or should send direct for 
the vaccine and circular to Dr, C, D. 
McGilvray, Dominion Government 
Veterinary Inspector for Manitoba, 
Boyd Block, Winnipeg. In a singl< 
day lately Dr, McGilvray’s office re- 
ceived orders for more than two 
thousand doses of blackleg vaccine.—

Raise Sheep in B. C. 


Canada Near Foot of the List in 
Sheep Raising 


Sir George Bury, of the C.P.R., 
who was sent to Russia recently to 
organize her railways, writes to the 
secretary of the British Columbia 
Nool Growers’ Association as_ fol- 
lows: 

“For many years I have been adyo- 
cating an increase in the sheep in- 
dustry and have made quite a number 
of public and semi-public utterances 
fe the subject. The sheep popula- 
tion of the world numbers well over 
600,000,000 and out of twenty-five 
countries Canada is neat the foot, be- 
‘ing twenty-second with 2,173,302— 
Australia coming first with 85,057,- 
402. The decrease in Canada _be- 
tween the year 1901-1914, the most 
recent figures obtainable, amounted 
to 334,937, whereas there was in Aus- 
tralia an increase of 10,516,486 and 
an increase in South Africa of 19,- 
588,340. Between 1900 and 1910, the 
number of sheep in the United States 
decreased 8,896,266, being given as 
52,838,748 in the latter year.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATION, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoka, Saskat- 
chewan or Alberta. The applicant 
Inust appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the 
Distafet? Entry by proxy may be 
mad#at any Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not Sub-Agency), on certain eon- 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is re- 
quired except where residence is per- 
forinéd in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section’ “alougside~ his ~ homestead: 
Prices $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after erning home- 
stead patent; also 50 acres extra culti- 
vation, Pre-emption patent may be 
odtained as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
liomestead in certain districts, Price, 
$3 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
$300, 

The area of cultivation is subject.to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony land. Live stock may be sub- 
stituted for cultivation under certain 
conditions.

Each application must be ecopmpanied by «@ 
fee of $5 which willbe refunded if the rights 
applied forare not available, but not other 
Wise. A royalty shall be paid on the merchant 
able output of te mine at the rate of five cents 
per ton, 

The person operating the mine shall furnish 
the Agent with sworn reports accounting for 
the fulj quantity ef merchantable coal mined 
and pay the soyetty therean, If the coal min- 
ing ¥ its are nots being operated, such returns 
sheuld be furnished at least once a year.
